ifts ; the gift of wisdom, the gift of 
— e, of understanding, of pa- 
tience, of humility, are the gifts most 
needed, as a general thing by those 
who have received the Gospel in these 
the latter-days. We should seek for 
the gift of faith, and for the power of 
healing, and for every qualitication 
that will enable us in every way to be 
more steadfast and firm in the Gospel 
of eternal truth.

As Solomen 
of old built a Temple for the purpose 
of administering the sacred ordinances 
of the Gospel therein, so we have to 
build Temples in this dispensation in 
which we can administer the ordinan- 
ces of the Gospel, that the power of 
the Priestheod may be exe for the 
salvation of the children of men, for 
the living and the dead, for without 
the Priesthood and the blessings of- 
fered by the Priesthood, no man can 
attain to a fulness of exaltation 
through Jesus Christ, and icipate 
in the glory of the Celestial kingdom.

It is said in the Scriptures, blessed 
and holy is he that has part in the first 
resurrection, for on such the second 
death will have no — but they 
shall be Kings and Priests unto God 
and his Ohrist and shall reign on the 
earth. But anless the privilege and 
blessing is sealed upon our heads by 
this authority which was conferred 
upon Peter, James and John, to come 
forth in the morning of the first resur- 


rection, clothed with glory, immor- 
tality and eternal life, we can not come 
forth in the morning of the first resur- 
reetion, but will have to sleep ‘‘ until 
the thousand years are finished.” For 
only those who will have the name of 
God written in their foreheads, and 
have washed their robes and made 
them white in the blood of the Lamb 
will have the privilege of coming forth 
in the first resurrection. These are 
they that received the blessings of the 
Holy Spirit, the blessings of the Gos- 
pel in the kingdem of Ged, under the 
authority of the Holy Priesthood. 
Therefore, if wives desire their hus- 
bands, and husbands desire their wives 
in the spirit world, or after the resur- 
rection, they must be married for 
eternity here in the flesh, for in the 
resurrection, there is neither marrying 
nor giving in marriage, but all are as 
the angels in heaven, that is, are min- 
istering spirits—as servants and not as 
Lords. 
May the Lord bless this congrega- 
tion, and give you each and every one 
wisdom, to be firm and steadfast in the 
covenants which you have made before 
the Lord in the waters of baptism. 
And may the way be opened up be- 
fore you, to enable you to gather to 
Zion, and receive the blessings of the 
house of the Lord. And while you 
labor, or dwell in this land, be faithful 
in the ministry, be faithful in your 
lives, set a good example before the 
people.

They come forth representing the cause of Zion, advocating the pure pili 
ciples, the correct forms and ceremonies—officiating in the sacred ordinances— 
and setting forth the exact and perfect order of the kingdom of God, as 
revealed in the fulness of the everlasting Gospel, which has been restored to 
the earth in the nineteenth century by holy angels sent from the presence of 
the great Eloheim. Not to teach the dogmas or commandments of men, nor 
practice the habits, follow the examples, or submit to the influences of the 
‘ungodly, nor to fall into the pernicious and forbidden ways of those who are 
ignorant of the plan of life; not to preach another Gospel,” bat the Gospel - 
of Christ, which embraces every principle requisite for the full and complete 
salvation of all men in all ages, conditions and climes; points out the whole 
duty of man, and the whole truth concerning his origin, his present proba- 
tionary state, his relationship to God and his fellow-man, his redemption and 
eternal destiny. To preach the gathering of Israel and the building of Zion 
in the land of Joseph, the return of the Jews in the due time of the Lord te 
rebuild their holy city, Jerusalem. The second coming of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, in power and great glory, ‘‘ suddenly to his temple,” and Joseph Smith, 
the Prophet of the 19th century, who came before to prepare his ways, ‘‘ te 
give knowledge of salvation unto the people by the remission of their sins, 
through the tender mercy of our God, whereby the dayspring from on high 


“hath visited us, to give light te them who sit in darkness and in the shadow of 
death, to guide our feet in the way of peace,” and do all things neeessary te 
“oonsummate the purposes of God in the dispensation of the fulness of times. 


Therefore what manner of men ought they to be? The tree is known by its 


fruits. There is something despicable in the idea of a man preaching one 
‘thing and practicing another, as being wholly incompatible with consistency 


and with truth. 
The influence of example being so much stronger than that of precept, un- 
less the life corresponds with the professions, the usefulness of an Elder is 
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destroyed and he becomes an obstacle in the way of those who would otherwise 
be indueed to keep the commandments ef God. To our mind it is the height 
of absutiity and hypocrisy for individuals to claim the possession of the Gos- 
pel and the light of God’s Spirit to guide them, except the fruits of that 
Gospel and Spirit be and abound iu them. In vain do we say Lord, Lord, 
if we keep not his commandments.” If be that saith I know him and 
keepeth not his commandments is a liar and the truth is not in him,” how 
much more so he that makes this profession and essays to teach men the love 
eof God? “For this is the love of God, that we keep his commandments’: and 
his commandments are not grievous.” (1 John, 5, 3.) The whole need not 
a physician but they that are sick” To him that comes bearing a message which 
he does not practically honor, and which therefore is no benefit to him, it may 
be justly said, ‘‘ physician heal thyself!” To come to the world with the 
Book ef Mormon, and the Revelations of God through the Prophet Joseph 
Smith, having covenanted to observe and keep the law which they contain, and 
at the same time omit that duty—not to say violate that covenant, by a dis- 
regard to the most plain and pointed requirements therein, through indiffer- 
‘ence, ignorance, or merely to gratify an appetite, is to say the least inoon- 
‘sistent and absurd, if not infamous, and it is confidently expected that no 
Elder will place himself in this position, or become liable to any such a charge. 
On the other hand, let your light so shine before men that they may see 
your good works and glorify your Father which is in heaven.” 

This is a wicked and an adulterous generation. The spirit of evil is abroad 
in the world, and but few possess the spirit of light and truth and the love 
of God in their hearts. Human nature is weak and groveling, and compared 
to it temptations are strong, hence the necessity to be born again and to 
follow Christ, who is the light of the world, that we may not walk in the dark- 
ness but have the light of life. To avoid mistakes, and transgression, and to 
serve God acceptably we must keep on His ground.” No man has strength, 
- wisdom, nor time to waste, to play with evil temptations, or in other words to 

tempt the devil. We must resist evil if we would have it depart from us—-for 

-whomseever we list to serve, his servants are we, and if in bondage to sin, to 
pernicious habits, or depraved appetites, or base passions, it is a proof positive 
that we have neglected our privileges, have not received the benefits of the 
‘Gospel of liberty, and have need to be taught, for he only that overcometh 
evil is free indeed. 

Will our brethren please to reflect upon the important principle to which 
these few remarks may serve to call their especial attention, for their own as 
well as fer the sake of the glorious cause in which they should be 2 and 
= ri gl A hint to the wise is sufficient.

Dear Brother,—Since my last letter 
dated May 26th, I have made a tour 
through portions of Worcester and 
Hereford counties. I visited a small 
Branch of the Church at Ridgeway 
ag the neighborhood where Elder 
W. Woodruff labored some years ago 
with so much success. 

On Sunday, the 6th instant, in 
company with Elders Hill and Hadley 
of that Branch and a few of the Saints, 
I walked over to Brinstie Commons, a 
distance of seven miles from Ridge- 
way where we held a Camp Meeting 
and had a good congregation. Elder 
Daniel Hill mi&de some very appro- 
priate remarks, and then — 4. — 
me to the 2 as an Elder 
from Salt e City.

There are a great many changes—old 
houses torn down and new ones ereeted.

society and human institu- 
tions mere and more to its own spirit.

The distinctive features 
of the true Christian religion make it 
practical beyond all other religio 
and adapt it to the varied needs 
the individual life and the ever-chang- 
ing life of the world. 0 
he Gospel aims to promote the 
impartial good of the race. It is 
necessarily revolutionary in its tenden 
cies. It has made its way to nations 
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and peoples through every available 
avenue which opens to it; and while 
it interfered not with minor matters, 
as of forms and modes of acting and 
being in the social and eivil relations 
of life, it announced universal and 
eternal moral truths on whose deep 
foundations the structures of society 
must be based, or be swept away to 
make room for institutions founded 
upon its fundamental principles. Spe- 
cial forms or modes of government the 
New Testament does not undertake to 
teach. The ethics of the Gospel com- 
prise those true principles of truth 
and duty on which, adapted equally 
to all men and all times, the best re- 
censtruction of all institutions rest. 
It was by the general spirit of the 
teachings of Christ involved therein, 
that the most stupendous, moral revo- 
lution the world has known was accom- 
plished by it in the lapse of a few short 
years. And the same spirit, and the 
name general principles for the regu- 
lation of man in civil and social 
relations, still more distinctly mark 
the movements and institutions of 
the Gospel in our country. The moral

Bortston Faresanxks. Deceased was born in Queensbury, N. Y., April 28, 
1817; was baptized into the Church of Jesus Ohrist of Latter-day Saints at 
Mead’s Basin, N. J., by Elder John Leach, March 16, 1843; gathered with 
the Saints at Nauvoo, IIlinois, in October, 1844; with them was driven out ef 
the State by the mob, April 25, 1846; found a temporary home at Winter 
Quarters, whence hé started for the Rocky Mountains, as a captain of ten in 
J. M. Grants company, June 17, 1847. At an early day in the history of Pay- 
son, known then as Peteetnect, he removed with his family to this, then remo 
settlement, and from that date to the hour of his death was intimately — 
closely identified with its history and growth; — 18, 1862, was appointed 
Bishop of Payson Ward, which office he faithfully and honorably filled until 
sent on a mission to England, April 26, 1871. During his absence on this 
mission, circumstances with which he was not in the least connected and over 
which he could not possibly have any control rendered the appointment of a 
successor to the bishopric of the Ward necessary, and Elder Joseph S. Tanner 
was called to that position. At our late municipal election Elder Fairbanks 
was elected a member of the city council of Payson City, which office he beld 
at the time of his decease. Elder Fairbanks was known far and near for his 
fatherly disposition, for his kindness of heart, for his wisdom in council, and 
for his faithfulness to the principles of the Gospel. He lived and died a con- 
sistent Latter-day Saint, and left behind him a name and character of which 
his descendants and friends may well be proud. The funeral services were 
conducted in the meeting house, and consolatory addresses were delivered by 
President A. O. Smoot of Provo, Elder Junius F. Wells ef Salt Lake City, 
and Bishop J. S. Tanner and Elder IL.
